LABOR OF LOVE 

Thad the good fortune to meet Mark 
Schultz at the 1990 Dallas Fantasy 
Fair. There he was standing at the 
Kitchen Sink booth. Given the eye- 
popping quality of his work, I never 
would have thought he would be such 
a modest, self-effacing person. And 
yet he is. 

Praising Mark’s work is kind of 
like saying the sky is blue: It’s so 
obvious that it doesn’t seem to even 
warrant mentioning. But I can’t 
resist. 

Each issue of Xenozoic Tales is 
better than the last. Issue 11, the lat- 
est, is quite simply a masterpiece (a 
word I do not use lightly). The art 
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displays a sureness of the medium 
practically unachievable by other 
comics artists. 

For instance: 

His use of blacks for sculpting 
shadows. 

The unusual mixture of panels. 

How characters have individual 
expressions, not just some set look 
that other artists pull from their bag 
of tricks. 

The sheen he puts to Hannah’s 
hair. 

The texture of the dinosaurs’ skin. 

His use of hatchwork and 
halftones for aerial perspective. XT 
truly works as a black and white 
book. Those readers who’ve only 
been exposed to the color Epic ver- 
sion don’t know what they’re miss- 
ing. 

Just the sheer amount of detail 
Mark puts into his panels is some- 
thing you next-to-never see other 
artists attempting. 

I could go on and on about the art, 
but then there’s the story in issue 
11-a rip-snorting good yarn. Mark 
Schultz has fused the art and story 
together in a seamless union. It is 
flatout terrific. 

It boils down to this: XT is nota 
comic book; it’s a labor of love. 
Something that quite simply is so 
excellent that it is almost a shame to 
include it in the same category with 
other comic books.

GOOD STORIES TOO 
As an aspiring cartoonist, I appre- 
ciate all the love and hard work that 


Mark Schultz puts into every issue of 
Xenozoic Tales. It shows in the detail. 
While it seems that everyone who gets 
a letter printed praises Schultz, it also 
seems to me that all the praise is justi- 
fied—and then some. Simply put, 
Mark’s art ranks up there with Hal 
Foster, Alex Raymond and Dave 
Stevens in the all-time cartoonist hall 
of fame. Issue 11, “Primeval,” reached 
an unsurpassed height of perfection. 

However, Mark has also done 
something few cartoonists have ever 
done—write a good story. I don’t mean 
individual chapters either, I mean the 
whole shebang. You see, like Alex 
Raymond, Mark has created an entire 
world with its own past and people 
(not to mention other denizens). In 
that respect Xenozoic Tales is not only 
good comics, it’s good science-fiction. 
He’s obviously put a lot of thought 
into his world, from bizarre architec- 
ture to strange names for strange crea- 
tures (that is, names you would expect 
anon-paleontologist to give dinosaurs 
and other animals). 

But most important, Mark has 
never lost sight of his main charac- 
ters—Jack and Hannah. Without them, 
there wouldn’t be a story to tell. With- 
out them, we’d be stuck with nice- 
looking but pointless EC-style short 
stories—all style but no substance. As it 
is, Mark has something to say, and he 
uses Jack and Hannah as his speakers. 
On one level, Mark speaks of nature 
and ecology, and of how man abuses 
the earth with no thought of the conse- 
quences. On another level, Mark 
shows us the many ways in which peo- 
ple have or have not listened to the 
lessons of their own history. Finally, 
there is the parable of nature vs. sci- 
ence, of the pros and cons of each. I’d 
like to say there’s a love story here, 
too, but so far, Jack and Hannah have 
remained more innocent than a Disney 
movie (now that I can’t believe!)

Basically, Mark’s work is of the kind 
that must surely either inspire aspir- 
ing artists, or else give up any hope 
of EVER getting that good. From a 
more fannish point of view, the 
Williamson feel to the rendering is 
always clear, but it’s the Frazetta- 
like figurework that if anything sets 
the work apart from Al’s—in fact, 
makes it more exciting to look at. 
Somehow I picture the difference 
being akin to the different feels that 
film directors Robert Wise and 
Nicholas Mayer gave the first two 
Star Trek films, with Schultz’s art 
comparable to the latter. 

Today I wrote up a recommended 
reading list for a comics fan who’s 
been away from the field for the last 
dozen or so years—and XT was on it. I 


think the fact that most of the series 
has already been reprinted should 
make it easier for newcomers. In 
fact, maybe they (like myself, for I 
only picked up the series with the 
Cadillacs & Dinosaurs™ reprint) 
have an easier time of getting into 
the series than long-time devotees... 
The letter column in XT 11 brings 
up a lot about ecology, and I’d like to 
add a few words of my own on the 
subject, specifically about “progress.” 
As a child I was inspired by tv-car- 
toon science-fiction shows’ vision of 
a beautiful, utopian future Earth. I 
believe it can happen, and should—if 
greed, ignorance and stupidity can 
be routed. But right now, here in 
New Jersey, I’ve watched a steady 
procession throughout my entire 
lifetime of urban decay accompanied 


by suburban expansion. MORE 
housing developments. MORE shop- 
ping centers. MORE highways. 
MORE traffic lights. TOO DAMN 
MANY PEOPLE! There is no need 
to destroy another inch of forest or 
farmland in this state—there is plenty 
of room already that instead should 
be rehabilitated, re-developed. To 
anyone with a clear, unblemished 
view of the future and what promises 
it could hold, there is no excuse for 
an area like the city of Camden NJ to 
lay dormant and dying while the 
threshold of open lands keeps being 
pushed further and further away by 
unstopped greed. Forget Iraq—we 
have enough homegrown corruption 
to tackle.
